(a) IN GENERAL—The budgetary effects of division C
and each succeeding division shall not be entered on either
PAYGO scorecard maintained pursuant to section 4(d) of
the Statutory Pay-As-You-Go Act of 2010.

(b) SENATE PAYGO SCORECARDS.—The budgetary ef-

fects of division C and each succeeding division shall not
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be entered on any PAYGO scorecard maintained for pur-
poses of section 4106 of H. Con. Res. 71 (115th Congress).

(¢c) CLASSIFICATION OF BUDGETARY KEFFECTS.—Not-
withstanding Rule 3 of the Budget Scorekeeping Guidelines
set forth in the joint explanatory statement of the commattee
of conference accompanying Conference Report 105-217
and section 250(c)(8) of the Balanced Budget and Emer-
gency Deficit Control Act of 1985, the budgetary effects of
dwvision C and each succeeding division shall not be esti-
mated—

(1) for purposes of section 251 of such Act; and
(2) for purposes of paragraph (4)(C) of section

3 of the Statutory Pay-As-You-Go Act of 2010 as

being included in an appropriation Act.
SEC. 5002. BUDGETARY EFFECTS OF RECONCILIATION ACT.

(a) DEFINITION OF RECONCILIATION AcCT.—In this
section, the term “reconciliation Act” means an Act enacted
mto law before, on, or after the date of enactment of this
Act that was considered pursuant to the reconciliation in-
structions in H. Con. Res. 71 (115th Congress), the concur-
rent resolution on the budget for fiscal year 2018.

(b) PAYGO SCORECARD.—The budgetary effects of the

reconciliation Act shall not be entered on either PAYGO
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1 scorecard maintarned pursuant to section 4(d) of the Statu-

2 tory Pay-As-You-Go Act of 2010 (2 U.S.C. 933(d)).
